Reterences 

1. Include services provided by another entity: e g. Eskom 

2. Stand distance <= 200m from dwelling 

3. Stand distance > 200m from dwelling 

4. Borehole, spring, rain-water tank etc. 

5. Must agree to total number of households in municipal area 

6. Include value of subsidy provided by municipality above provincial subsidy level 

7. Show number of households receiving at least these levels of services completely free 

8. Must reflect the cost to the municipality of providing the Free Basic Service 

9. Reflect the cost to the municipality in terms of 'revenue foregone’ of providing tree services (note this will not equal 'Revenue Foregone' on SAl)
